O n top of all the homework, tests, and 
keeping up with grades, thinking about 
college seems like another worry to stress 
over. Stressing over college decisions can 
be reduced by simply taking an SAT prep course. 

Students in SAT prep can learn the essentials 
needed to achieve a good score on the SAT’s. 
“[SAT prep] pretty much shows what the SAT’s 
will look like so I know what to do when I take it,” 
Ariel Bribiesca (11) said. Although students taking 
SAT prep receive only a participation grade, they 
should know that the work involved in taking this 
course will ultimately help them in the future. 

“Taking SAT prep will hopefully help me 
get a better score on the SAT’s so I can 
go to a good college,” Alexis Hoye (11) said. 

Even though SAT prep is taken as a normal course 
during the year, it has many differences compared 
to other classes. For instance, SAT prep is taught 
by only two teachers. Mr. Darryl Carstensen, math, 
teaches the math portion that will be on the SAT’s and 
Mr. Chris Engel, English, teaches the English portion. 
Roughly every four weeks, the two classes switch 
and learn the other part of the SAT learning material. 
“The SAT prep class familiarizes students with the test 
itself, the material, and testing technique. It can greatly 
increase test scores, which directly affect college 
entrance and potential scholarships,” Mr. Engel said. 

In the long run, SAT prep will greatly help decide a stu¬ 
dent’s future by preparing them for a test that will allow 
them to start their next school of study. SAT prep isn’t a 
class for everyone, but if you’re oblivious to knowing how 
to handle the SATs, this class is a great way tafind out.

This September, when flooding broke out in all of the 
surrounding towns, this is what many unexpectedly saw. 

“It kind of corrupted my life because every¬ 
thing was going good, and then I was forced 
out of my home,” Symone Parker (10) said. 

Before experiencing it, ourselves, many of us expect 
to only witness this when watching a movie or the daily 
news. We did not understand this feeling of hardship 
until we were getting calls from friends and family franti¬ 
cally yelling about the water rushing into their homes. 

“I only had three minutes to get out so I 
packed my stuff, and then the National Guard 
came and took us to the shelter,” Parker (10) said. 

Through this tragedy, almost all of us rejoiced 
when we surprisingly received two full days off 
of school because of the high level of water. 

According to The Times, more than 100 people were 
evacuated from the Auburn Meadows subdivision, in 
Schererville, and another two dozen evacuated their 
homes in other parts of the town. Boats were being 
used to rescue people from their homes, and over 20 
roads, deemed impassable by flooding, were closed. 

Although many were delighted to spend two 
extra days at home, the reality was some peers 
and faculty members were left shocked with ruined 
or lost possesions and even damaged homes.

■ t’s been with us our whole lives. In fact, it’s 

I quite a vital part of what makes us, us. How 
many of us actually know what our blood type 
is, though? Students in Mrs. Nancy Hoban’s 
Anatomy classes did a lab to figure out exactly 
what the deal is with that red stuff that keeps us alive. 

“Your blood type tells doctors what kinds of 
blood types can kill you, and what blood you can 
have in order to save your life. You can die if 
given the wrong type of blood. It is really impor¬ 
tant for us to know what can and will kill us,” 
Kristin Greenwood (12), who is B positive, said. 

The process of finding out one’s blood type is simpler 
than one might expect. In a matter of minutes, students 
were able to find out the basic work up of their blood. 

“I had to prick my finger to collect my blood and mix it 
with certain antigens to see what causes an agglutina¬ 
tion of my blood,’’Alex Lang (12), who isApositive, said. 

The students mixed the blood from their fingers 
in trays with different A, B, and Rh antigens. The 
antigens are agents that cause the blood react 
and clump, or agglutinate, if that antigen is pres¬ 
ent in the blood. To get blood for the samples, 
students had to prick their own finger with a steril¬ 
ized blade. They, then, transferred their blood to 
the typing trays, hemoglobin paper to measure 
oxygen, and a small tube to find their hematocrit, 
a measurement that shows how many red blood 
cells, white blood cells, and plasma is in the blood. 

“I was surprised that such a small cut could 
bleed so much. I kind of hesitated to cut myself, 
but I realized it wasn’t that big of a deal and just 
did it,” Alex Pavlakis (12), who is A positive, said.

Donating “double reds” means they 
take only the red blood cells out of the blood and put 
the plasma back into the donator’s body. Although this 
process took longer than a regular donation, it showed 
students’ determination to saving even more lives.

(12) said. Several students have become very 
agitated just trying to get from class to class. 

“I feel really irritated. I can get in such a hor¬ 
rible mood trying to get through E-hall. Usually

I on a charter bus awaiting the 18 hour flight 
to Munich, Germany. Mr. Tom Clark, social 
studies, awaits his 18-day tour of Europe 
with students, friends and family, with the 
value of the U.S. dollar dwindling against the euro. 

“Using the currency from other countries was dif¬ 
ficult and interesting.

The first per¬ 
formance received a standing ovation, and was graced positive reviews. The cast had to arrive 
hours before the curtain was opened. The goal was to work together in perfect synchronization.
